Premier says maybe 


O Increase to provincial public-infrastructure fund could contribute to downtown arena 
funding O Each municipality able to decide how to allocate MSI dollars, Stelmach says 


Provincial money may be in the 
cards for a new downtown arena, 
Premier Ed Stelmach said yester¬ 
day. 

Stelmach and Mayor Stephen 
Mandel met at Government House 
to discuss Mandel’s $100-million 
request, which is what remains 
outstanding for the $450-million 
proposed project. 

Stelmach, who has previously 
said the province will not direct¬ 
ly fund the project, said money 
from the Municipal Sustainability 
Initiative (MSI), a provincial pub¬ 
lic-infrastructure fund, could be 
used should it be boosted through¬ 
out all of Alberta. 

“The conditions of MSI is that 
the municipality can use the pro¬ 
ceeds from MSI for any public 
infrastructure,” said Stelmach. “It 
is public infrastructure, and the 
city will make that decision.” 

Stelmach noted that any 
increases would be in addition to 
MSI funding already in place and 
would be shared by all munici¬ 
palities. 

“The premier is looking at 
options to use a current program 
to help all the municipalities 
across the province,” said Mandel. 


“He will try to do the best he can.” 

Whether or not there will be 
$100 million more for Edmonton 
remains to be seen, as that would 
mean a $300-million boost 
provincewide. 

“(The) economy’s coming back, 
we’re leading the nation,” said 
Stelmach. “We’ll have a first-quar¬ 
ter report, and we’ll see where it 
goes from there.”

Affairs, MSI funds are provided 
every year for projects such as 
roads, public transit, libraries and 
recreational/sports 

facilities. 

► Since 2007, MSI has provided 
$3.1 billion of long-term funding. 

► Edmonton received $165 million 
in total MSI funding for 2011, 
all of which is allocated. 

► Funds are determined based 
on population, kilometres of 
roads and tax assessment.

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Airport-improvement fee climbs 

Passengers fl 5 nng out of Ed¬ 
monton next year will have 
to pay more. 

Edmonton International 
Airport will increase its air¬ 
port-improvement fee 
from $20 to $25 effective 
Jan. 1, 2012. But the new 
cost will also apply to tick¬ 
ets sold on or after Oct. 1 of 
this year. 

“This was our absolute

last resort,” said Reg Milley, 
Edmonton Airports CEO 
and president. 

Milley said passenger 
numbers rebounding from 
the recession have not 
reached levels originally 
forecast, leaving a revenue 
shortfall. Other cost savings 
were found, he added, but 
were not enough. 

The revenue is for capital 


expenses, such as the new 
terminal to be finished next 
year. 

The AIF came into effect 
in 1997 at $5. The most re¬ 
cent increase was in 2009, 
when it became $20. 

Elsewhere in the coun¬ 
try, such as in Calgaiy, 
Toronto and Montreal, the 
fee is $25. In Fort McMurray 
it’s $30. • HEATHER MCINTYRE

Fire raises air-quality concerns 


O Fire crews worked into the night 
to contain fiery ‘cocktail of chemi¬ 
cals’ O Stay indoors, residents told

Edmonton Fire Rescue 
Services battled into the 
night against an industrial 
blaze that was ignited in a 
southeast pharmaceutical- 
research-plant refrigerator 
yesterday afternoon. 

Residents living nearby 
were instructed to “shelter 
in place,” to stay indoors 
with windows shut and 
furnaces and air condition¬ 
ers off, due to an air-quali¬ 
ty risk from the chemical 
smoke. 

“We take this very seri¬ 
ously,” said Deputy Chief 
John Lamb, dubbing the 
mix of hydrocarbon-based 
materials inside the NAEJA 
Pharmaceutical plant at 
4290-91A St. N.W. “a cock¬ 
tail of chemicals.” 

Nearby businesses were 
evacuated, including up to 
60 NAEJA employees, fol¬ 
lowing the early-afternoon 
inferno. 


Air warning 


Alberta Health Services al¬ 
so issued an advisory of 
potential health risks. A 
shelter-in-place warning 
spanned from Whitemud 
Drive to 39 Avenue and 91 
Street to 76 Street. 

► About 22 EFR crews and 60 
firefighters had to battle 
the NAEJA blaze at one 
point. 

By early evening the 
roof had collapsed, but the 
fire was contained to the 
quadrant where it origi¬ 
nated, said Lamb. 

NAEJA’s president said a 
chemist heard a bottle 
break then noticed fire in¬ 
side a storage refrigerator. 

“It was like a cham¬ 
pagne bottle popping,” 
said Chris Micetich of the 
company that does drug- 
discoveiy research. 

No injuries were report¬ 
ed and fire damages were 
not known at press time.

Grieving dad recalls last 
words of his 'teddy bear’ 

O ‘Someone is shooting,’ Norway massacre victim said in final phone call 
O Gunman regards himself as ‘some kind of saviour,’ his lawyer says 


The father of one of the 
Norway massacre victims 
said his son’s last words 
were “Dad, someone is 
shooting.” 

Gunnar Linaker’s father 
said Gunnar was “a calm, 
big teddy bear with lots of 
humour and lots of love.” 

His voice weak and 
trembling, Roald Linaker 
said he had been on the 
phone with his 23-year-old 
son when the shooting 
started. 

“He said to me: ‘Dad, 
dad, someone is shooting,’ 
and then he hung up.” 

That was the last he 
heard from his son. Gun¬ 
nar was wounded and was 
taken to a nearby hospital, 
where he died Saturday.

The Friday attacks be¬ 
gan with a bombing out¬

Then, Breivik opened 
fire on an island retreat for 
the youth wing of the 
Labor Party, leaving 
dozens dead and hundreds 
of terrified young people 
scrambling to escape, 
many trying to swim away. 

Though Breivik has 
been charged with acts of 
terrorism, lawyer Geir 
Lippestad said he could al¬ 
so be charged with crimes 
against humanity. 

Although the stiffest 
sentence in Norway is 21 
years, the lawyer said his 
client would never be set 
free.

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'Keystone Kops’ 
face criticism 


When Anders Behring 
Breivik launched his 
assault on campers on 
Norway’s Utoya Island, he 
expected special forces to 
swoop and stop him fast. 

But he was given time 
to kill. 

Officers of Oslo’s Delta 
Force had to drive — 
because police don’t own a 
transport helicopter. 

Then they were rescued 
by a civilian boat when 
their own broke down as 
it tried to navigate a one- 
minute hop to the island. 


It took police more than 
90 minutes to reach the 
gunman, who had mortal¬ 
ly wounded 68 people. 

International experts 
said Norway’s government 
and security forces must 
learn stark lessons from 
the killings — made worse 
by lackadaisical planning 
for terror. 

Andrew Silke, director 
of terrorism studies at the 
University of East London, 
called the police response 
“a bit Keystone Kops.”

The changes underscore 
how the restaurant indus¬ 
try is reacting to the de¬ 
mands of customers and 
regulators who blame it 
for health ills ranging 
from childhood obesity to 
diabetes. 

Among other changes 
in McDonald’s new pro¬ 
gram: 

• A pledge to reduce 
sugars, saturated fats and 
calories through “varied 
portion sizes, reformula¬ 
tions and innovations” by 
2020. By 2015, the fast 
food chain will reduce 
sodium by 15 per cent. 

• McDonald’s will intro¬ 
duce a new mobile app fo¬ 


cused just on nutrition in¬ 
formation. 

• McDonald’s USA presi¬ 
dent Jan Fields and other 
executives will go on a “lis¬ 
tening tour” in August to 
hear suggestions from par¬ 
ents and nutrition experts. 
The chain will also launch 
a new online forum for 
parents. 

McDonald's says the 
new directives are “ab¬ 
solutely not” related to im¬ 
pending regulations that 
will force the industiy to 
curb the marketing of 
junk food to children and 
post nutrition information 
on menus. 

Rather, the changes are 
a response to what cus¬ 
tomers were asking for, 
said Cindy Goody, McDon¬ 
ald’s senior director of nu¬ 
trition.

By the time he was 40, he was one of 
the world’s leading fashion designers. 

Kate Middleton’s wedding dress, currently 
the target of pilgrimages to Buckingham 
Palace where it’s on display, is the work of 
an Alexander McQueen designer. 

None of this was able to soothe the beast of 
depression, and last February, just days after his mother 
died, Alexander McQueen hanged himself in what the 
English call a wardrobe ... a closet.

For Manus, a 41-year-old 
mountain-bike rider, it’s 
all about the adrenaline 
rush when he’s tackling 
the downhill trails of Van¬ 
couver Island’s Mount 
Washington. 

Time slows, and Manus, 
who uses no last name, 
grows focused on the ever- 
changing landscape. 

“Your environment is 
whipping by you at such 
h 5 ^er speed that you’re 
just reacting to your envi¬ 
ronment,” he said. “The 
adrenaline rush is out of 
this world.” 

Mount Washington 
hopes visitors, especially 
novice and beginner 
mountain bikers, want a 
piece of that action, too. 

After all, whether it’s 
winter or summer. Mount 
Washington is in the busi¬ 
ness of selling adrenaline. 
In a move to improve its 
summertime bottom line, 
the resort has added a be¬ 
ginners trail and lessons to 
its intermediate and expert 
mountain-bike attractions. 

The mountain, which 
towers over the Comox 
Valley on the east coast of 
Vancouver Island, about an 
hour’s drive north of the 
city of Nanaimo, is not 
alone. Around B.C., in 
places like Whistler and 
Sun Peaks, near Kamloops, 
ski resorts are selling 
downhill mountain-bike 
thrills to tourists. 

Brent Curtain, director 
of public relations for 
Mount Washington Alpine 
Resort, said while hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of peo¬ 
ple visit his resort to ski 
and snowboard during the 
winter months, only 
“thousands” of people pa¬ 
tronize it during summer. 

So the resort has 
opened its Green Line 
mountain-bike run, a 2.2 
kilometre novice trail 
that’s serviced by a high¬ 
speed chair lift. The trail 
takes riders down the 
mountain’s western flank. 

The Green Line joins a 
list of 15 other runs, boast¬ 
ing intimidating names 
like Monster Mile, Back in 
Black, Helter Skelter and 
the Evil Eye, and not-so- 
intimidating names like

Quick N Dirty, Big Brother 
and Time Warp. 

Riders can now tackle 
37 kilometres of trails. 

Instead of adding even 
more runs to its existing 
network of trails this year, 
the resort decided to open 
the Green Line and up¬ 
grade its existing runs, 
said Curtain. 

It’s also offering a learn- 
to-ride week between July 
25 and July 29, in addition 
to events like the B.C. 
Provincial Cup Champi¬ 
onships Aug. 13-14 and the 
female-only See Jane Jump 
competition, Aug. 20-21. 

There’s even a food and 
wine festival Aug. 26-27. 

Jeremy Grasby, owner of 
the Riding Fool, a nearby 
hostel that’s geared to¬ 
ward mountain bikers, 
said the beginners trail 
and lessons are a must for 
the mountain. 

He said while the resort 
has had a great reputation 
with intermediate and ad¬ 
vanced riders, it has fallen 
short with beginners. 

“The rider that Mount 
Washington attracts is 
seeking adrenaline, as well 
as pushing the envelopes 
of their riding abilities.” 

Curtain said the sport, 
which has been dominated 
traditionally by men in 
their late teens and early 
20s, has witnessed some 
big changes in the past few 
years. It’s now not uncom¬ 
mon to see people in their 
60s riding mountain bikes, 
as well as kids and women. 

“We feel that those 
numbers will continue to 
grow in the future years to

come,” he said. 

Gregory Bird, owner of 
the Vancouver Island 
Mountain Biking website, 
VIMB.com, said he has rid¬ 
den the new beginners trail 
and gives it high marks. 

“It’s a pretty neat trail, 
actually,” he said, noting 
the run boasts lots of flow 
and corners. And it’s about 
time, he added, for the re¬ 
sort to increase its offer¬ 
ings for beginners. 

“There’s been many a 


time I’ve seen beginners 
up there sort of looking for 
stuff to ride and being 
somewhat intimidated by 
the stuff they saw.” 

Bird said more and 
more visitors are growing 
interested in Vancouver Is¬ 
land mountain biking op¬ 
portunities, and he’s seen 
an increase in emails and 
forum posts firom Euro¬ 
pean and American riders 
on his website.

Stir vanilla, butter rum 
extract, cinnamon, gin¬ 
ger, nutmeg, cloves and 
honey into last bowl of 
yogurt mixture.

O Canadian athletic programs have modest goals for London in comparison 
to Vancouver O Own the Podium considers top-12 finish a realistic target 


A year out from the 2012 
Ol 3 mipic Games in London, 
Canada’s summer athletes 
feel inspired by what their 
winter counterparts did at 
the 2010 Games in Vancou¬ 
ver and Whistler. 

Wrestler Carol Hu 3 mh, 
who won gold in Beijing in 
2008, followed the exploits 
of several winter athletes 
she knows personally. 

“There were so many 
Canadian athletes who 
were successful there,” 
Hu 5 mh says. “It was just an 
overall general great feel¬ 
ing for everybody. 

“1 was there for quite a 
bit of the Games. Just get¬ 
ting that feel, that energy 
in the air in Vancouver, 
that was just amazing. It 
kind of brought me back 
to what 1 experienced in 
Beijing.” 

The 2012 Ol 3 mipics 
open July 27 and close Aug. 
12. 

Canada finished third in 
overall medals with 25 in 
Vancouver and Whistler, 
but set a Winter Games 
record with 14 gold.

Own the Podium has

silver, six bronze — in Bei¬ 
jing to tie its second-best 
performance at a non-boy- 
cotted Games.

Canada’s performance 
in Vancouver reinforced 
that Own the Podium, es¬ 
tablished five years before 
the 2010 Winter Games, 
had largely hit on a suc¬ 
cessful plan for winning 
medals. That strategy is 
the template for how 
Canadian high-perfor¬ 
mance sport now operates. 

“1 think what Vancouver 
gave us was we can actual¬ 


ly be the best in the 
world,” Baumann says. 
“That confidence can cer¬ 
tainly be transferred over 
onto the summer side.” 

In London, Canada 
should have multiple 
medal threats in track and 
field, rowing, canoe/kayak, 
cycling, women’s boxing, 
and women’s wrestling. 

Results from world 
championships over the 
next few weeks will be a 
strong indicator of how 
Canada will perform in 
London. 

“Our performance this 
year is critical,” says Anne 
Merklinger, director of 
OTP’s summer sports. “Our 
top sports, rowing, diving, 
wrestling, canoeing, tram¬ 
poline, they need to be 
players, winning medals or 
nipping at the heels to win 
medals. Top-five finishes 
are critical for us at the 
major championships.” 

Canada ranked 15th in 
world championship 
medals won in 2010 with 
18, according to OTP. Chi¬ 
na, Russia and the U.S. 
ranked first to third with 
90, 87 and 75 respectively.

NFL chaos 
begins after 
truncated 
off-season 


The free agency free-for-all 
has begun, mostly with ob¬ 
scure names from the col¬ 
lege ranks. 

It will get wilder. 

Contract negotiations for 
free agents and draft picks 
started yesterday, with 
draftees able to sign right 
away. The big names 
among veterans — Nnamdi 
Asomugha, Santonio 
Holmes, Matt Hasselbeck — 
can’t sign until tomorrow, 
but their agents are negoti¬ 
ating deals right now. 

Throw in dozens of play¬ 
ers who will be cut, such as 
Dallas receiver Roy 
Williams and Baltimore 
tight end Todd Heap, which 
officially can’t happen until 
tomorrow, and it’s 
“organized chaos,” accord¬ 
ing to Colts general manag¬ 
er Chris Pohan. 

“It’s a lot of stress, work, 
preparation. But it’s what 
we all look forward to. It’s 
our playoffs and our Super 
Bowl,” agent Peter Schaffer 
said. 

Indeed, several agents 
said they didn’t expect to 
sleep last night as the NFL 
reopened after four-and-a- 
half months. In addition to 
their chents already in the 
league who are unrestricted 
or restricted free agents, 
they will have veterans re¬ 
leased. And they are tiying 
to set up youngsters with 
teams after they were 
passed over in April’s draft. 

The math adds up to 
hundreds of transactions in 
a few days, as opposed to a 
few weeks had there not 
been a labour stoppage. 

“1 think the best way to 
say it is whatever you can 
imagine, it’s probably 
worse than that,” Cardinals 
coach Ken Whisenhunt 
said. “There is multi-tasking 
at its most furious.”

T he temperature nee¬ 
dle is rising and you 
have another hour’s 
drive until you 
reach your destination. 

One more hour? It does¬ 
n’t seem like you’ll make it. 
You might be spending the 
night in a motel while your 
car catches its breath in a 
mom-and-pop garage. 

It happens to eveiyone 
at one time or another, but 
holiday/vacation trauma is 
less likely with a little plan¬ 
ning. 

Yes, indeed, according to 
auto experts, planning and 
preparation actually works. 
Who would have thought? 

Take some time and in¬ 
vest in an inspection, espe¬ 
cially if you have a long 
road trip planned... and be¬ 
fore it’s too late. 

Most car manufacturers 


recommend regular service 
according to what’s show¬ 
ing on the odometer, but 
we also have some tips that 
just aren’t in the manual. 

Boiling over and leaking 

No matter how fresh, tasty 
and green engine coolant 
looks, it becomes very 
acidic over time. That stuff 
will eat your engine from 
the inside out. So, it needs 
to be tested and changed if 
necessaiy. Loading up the 
gear and piling a lot of peo¬ 
ple into a vehicle adds 
stress to all the systems, in¬ 
cluding the automatic 
transmission. An overheat¬ 
ing transmission can cause 
engine coolant boilovers so 
have a shop check/change 
the transmission fluid. 

Oil changes 

Many car companies rec¬ 
ommend an oil-and-filter 
change eveiy three months 


or 5,000-10,000 kilometres, 
while some want you to do 
it less often than that even. 

Consult your owners’ 
manual to find out regular 
maintenance-schedule 
specifics, and here’s why. 

Worn-out oil actually 
works against your engine, 
acting as an abrasive in¬ 
stead of a lubricant, caus¬ 
ing excessive wear and 
premature failure (usually 
on the open road a hun¬ 
dred miles from grandma’s 
house). 

Brakes 

Perhaps no other part of 
your vehicle takes as much 
punishment as the brakes. 
Have a technician inspect 
the system for wear and 
proper operation. Since 
this should be regularly 
checked, your brakes are 
most likely already in near 
perfect condition (you do 
have them regularly in¬ 


spected, right?). 

Windshield woes 

A dirty windshield causes 
eye fatigue and poses a 
safety hazard. Like, you 
haven’t heard that a mil¬ 
lion times before. But just 
because you have new 
wiper blades doesn’t mean 
that you have clear vision. 

On older vehicles that 
see a lot of highway miles, 
the windshield becomes 
sandblasted and pitted, cre¬ 
ating a fuzzy, hazy view. 
The problem is amplified at 
dawn and dusk and when 
there’s glare off a wet road. 

Battery 

They’re fickle creatures 
that quit at will without a 
care in the world about 
what you happen to be do¬ 
ing at the time. The only ac¬ 
curate way to detect a weak 
battery is with profession¬ 
al equipment.

Summer is the main sea¬ 
son for road construction, 
which means there’s a 
good chance you’ll hit a 
bump or two, or come 
across loose stones and 
other hazards associated 
with construction zones. 

These road conditions 
can be tough on a vehi¬ 
cle’s steering and suspen¬ 
sion systems and can 
throw out the alignment, 
while loose stones have 
the potential to damage 


the vehicle’s exterior or 
windshield. 

The symptoms of steer¬ 
ing and suspension or 
wheel alignment prob¬ 
lems are uneven tire wear, 
pulling to one side, noise 
and vibration while cor¬ 
nering or loss of control. 

The main parts of the 
systems are shocks and/or 
struts, the steering knuck¬ 
le, ball joints, the steering 
rack/box, bearings, seals 
or hub units, and tie rod 


ends. 

Motorists should have 
their vehicles checked out 
immediately if any of 
these symptoms exist, as 
steering and suspension 
systems are key safety-re¬ 
lated components and 
largely determine the car’s 
ride and handling. 

Regardless of road con¬ 
ditions, these systems 
should be checked annual¬ 
ly and a wheel alignment 
should be performed at

Motorists also should 
do frequent visual checks 
of their vehicle’s exterior 
and windshield to identify 
any chips, dings or cracks.

“Even the most careful 
driver, who is travelling 
slowly and carefully 
through a work zone, can 
hit an unexpected bump 
or other road hazards,”

“The key is to pay atten¬ 


tion to your car and if you 
think there’s a problem, 
have it taken care of as 
soon as possible.”

A group of us auto 
scribes were in the area, to 
visit GM’s Advanced Tech¬ 
nology Silicon Valley Office 
(ATSVO), as part of a press 
preview for the new Buick 
LaCrosse eAssist (a new, 
mild hybrid). 

GM set up the shop 
about five years ago, to be 
the automaker’s “eyes and 
ears on the ground” in Sili¬ 
con Valley. 

It’s a small place, with a 
small team — about 10 sci¬ 
entists and business man¬ 
agers with various 
backgrounds. 

The man who heads up 
the team, Biyon Shaw, told 
us that the building reflects 
its mandate to forge rela¬ 
tionships with its famous 
Silicon Valley neighbours, 
like Apple, Google, Cisco, 


Hewlett-Packard, NeuroSky, 
Nokia, SoundHound, MAD 
Maps, Digitario, and 
StratosAudio. 

Those firms are not only 
known for their success, 
but also for their collabora¬ 
tive processes. 

To grease the wheels of 
collaboration many adopt 
an interior design concept 
known as “caves and com¬ 
mons.” 

“Common areas are 
where you have teams of 
people working together, 
collaboratively, so everyone 
knows what is going on, 
and you don’t have silos of 
information,” said Shaw. 

“This leads to faster de¬ 
velopment cycles, but 
sometimes you need to 
think... Common areas are 
noisy. Cave areas are where 
you can retract into and get 
your hard thinking done.” 
(This reminds me of one of 
my favourite bumper stick¬ 
ers: “Ever stop to think and 
forget to start again.”) 

Big Silicon Valley firms 
also have many, many con¬ 
ference rooms, which are 
t 5 Apically booked the entire 
workday. 

“But when you peak in, 
you see only one person in 
that room, on the phone to 
a globally distributed 
team,” noted Shaw. 

“So we said how do 
make that work in a more 
space efficient way... That’s 
why we have these ‘phone 
booths’, which are confer¬ 
ence rooms for one per¬ 
son.” 

When ATSVO staff need 
to liaison with someone 
down the street, or across 
the globe, everything they 
need to get that done can 
be found in the blue booth 
— small desk, phone, inter¬ 


net connection, privacy, 
and good acoustics. 

Not surprisingly, one fo¬ 
cus of the team is incorpo¬ 
rating connectivity and 
more electronic goodness 
into our vehicles. 

Two of its more interest¬ 
ing advancements were de¬ 
veloping Wi-Fi coverage to 
vehicle occupants while 


moving at highway speeds 
(not yet available in Cana¬ 
da), and personalized audio 
cues for the new Chevrolet 
Volt. 

One concept the team is 
considering is a forward- 
looking camera on your ve¬ 
hicle, which can share “real 
time” images with your 
fiiends on Facebook.

Designing an interior means form and function

A huge amount of work 
goes into designing a vehi¬ 
cle, but it’s far more than 
just the exterior appear¬ 
ance. The inside requires 
just as much attention, cov¬ 
ering everything from how 
it looks to its integration 
with important safety fea¬ 
tures. 


For Mercedes-Benz, the 
interior of the redesigned 
2012 M-Class SUV started 
with sketches at the compa¬ 
ny’s design headquarters in 
Sindelfingen, Germany. 

The designers also use 
computer models and then 
full-size clay mockups to 
determine what the new 
vehicle will use. 

“It takes a long time,” 
says Marina Sacco, an inte¬ 
rior trim designer specializ¬ 
ing in colour and materials. 

“We started a few years 
ago and have continued to 


improve it.” 

The design follows a ba¬ 
sic theme that Mercedes- 
Benz reserves for its SUVs: 
the dash must have strong 
horizontal lines to give the 
feeling of spaciousness, 
while a dome over the cen¬ 
tre stack controls hints at 
the engine’s power. The 
materials, meanwhile, con¬ 
vey a “welcome home” feel¬ 
ing, with soft-touch 
surfaces and wood high¬ 
lights. It isn’t enough to 
simply use home-style ma¬ 
terials, though. 


“The colours and materi¬ 
als have to work in all tem¬ 
peratures, whether veiy hot 
or veiy cold,” Sacco says. 

“The leather must func¬ 
tion, the plastic must func¬ 
tion, and it can’t discolour. 
Everything has to stay as it 
is on the first day.” 

To that end, everything 
that goes into the interior is 
thoroughly tested. Each 
material is placed under 
simulated sunshine, and in 
cold and heat extremes to 
ensure that it doesn’t peel, 
become brittle or fade. 


It’s also very important 
that the final design and 
the materials used look hke 
they belong in a Mercedes, 
Sacco says. 

“Most customers don’t 
like screaming colours,” 
she says. “People like black, 
brown, beige and grey. 
Sports cars are allowed a lit¬ 
tle bit of red, but on a car 
like this (M-CIass), it’s nice 
to have natural colours. 
This is about driving the car 
and going to the outdoors.” 

Authenticity of the mate¬ 
rials is also important, and 


for the new model, the 
company has introduced an 
optional trim design that 
includes unfinished, open- 
grain wood. 

“You can feel the struc¬ 
ture of the grain on it,” Sac¬ 
co says, which is very 
important. 

It seems that, although 
Mercedes-Benz uses only re¬ 
al wood in the M-Class, 
some customers com¬ 
plained that their passen¬ 
gers thought the high-gloss 
version was actually made 
of plastic.

The Pl 3 nTiouth brand bit 
the dust some years ago — 
but it’s departure from ex¬ 
istence did leave one of 
the world’s most interest¬ 
ing and rare sports cars in 
its wake. 

The Pl 3 miouth Prowler 
was a two-seat, uber-retro 
street rod convertible sold 
in 1997, and 1999 through 
2002. Unlike other Ply¬ 
mouth models, the 
Prowler was its own car — 
not a rebadged variant of 
some other Chrysler, 
Dodge or Eagle product. 

Prowler launched with 
a manually-operated cloth- 
top roof, 214-horsepower 
V6 engine and rear-wheel 
drive. After a break from 


the market for 1998, 
Chrysler updated the 1999 
model with a new 253- 
horsepower V6 engine. All 
models got a four-speed 
“AutoStick” automatic 
transmission. 

Feature content includ¬ 
ed an Infinity CD changer 
audio system, air condi¬ 
tioning, cruise control, 
power accessories and 
leather seats. 

An auto-dimming 
rearview mirror and 
leather-trimmed accents 
were also on board.

Given the Prowler's limited 
sales volume and relatively 
tiny online owner's 
community, reliability-re¬ 
lated information is 
sparse.

Prowler also had very lim¬ 
ited trunk space and limit¬ 
ed width to accommodate 
wide-legged occupants.
